IMPRISONIUKilT FOR DEBT. 

This bill came np for a third reading. 

Dr. Dickson wished to have it recom- 
mitted, in order that a clause might bo in- 
serled providing a greater safeguard against 
fraud. 

The House considered tbe matter had been 
fully discussed, and the bill was read a third 
time. 

STEAM COMSID.NlCATIO.V. 

The Ifouso resolved itself into a Com 
mittee of tbe Whole to consider Mr. Dun- 
can's motion with reference to direct mail 
communication wilh San FraDcisoo. Mr. 
DermeJ in the cha r. 

Mr. Duncan would rather have seen the 
matter of steam oommuDioalion iolroduucd 
by the senior member for tbe city, but he was 
thoroughly impressed with the paramount 
necesbity far promptness of actioD. . Our 
present syslem needed a very important al" 
teration. We ought to take such steps as 
would ensure to us the halK of the tralTia to 
tbe new mines, which would io all probability 
turn out to be tbe richest in the world. Wo 
should without further delay initiate a steam 
policy which would include a rncrcantdc 
marine of our own. Tho tact of Victoria 
being a free port was an additional ria.son 
why the governmont should support any 
scheme lending lo increase our postal fa- 
cilities. The people were willing to pay 
liberally, and it was incumbent upon the 
Legislature to lake some active measuro.s. 
He would, therefore, propose tliat, conjointly 
with British Columbia, His Excellency the 
Governor be authorised to issue contracts for 
the cooveyaoca of mails and passengers 
direct between San Francisco, Yiotoiia, and 
New Westminster, at a rate not preceding 
SI 34 per mile, at an average speed 
of not less than eleven miles per hour, 
calling at Victoria first every alternate trip, 
and S'ew Westminster first every allernute 
trip, touching at both porta every trip and 
lying not loss than twenty-four hours at each 
place, the eaid vessels to be sailed under the 
BritJnh flag, if practicable; and thi.s Mouse 
pledges il.sclf to provide a moiety of the i-i- 
pense." lie was of opinion that the L.iiin of 
81 34 per mile would be found ample tor the 
purpose. In effecting any arrangement it 
should be borne in mind that fuel can be 
pioeared cheaper here than at any othor place 
on tbe Pacific coast, and ho wanted to see it 
laid down as a clearly defined dootriuo that it 
was essential to tbe permanent prosperity of 
these colonies that we should inaugurate 
some feasible plan for maintaining direct and 
reliable mail commDoieation with other citic.°. 
If we desired to consolidate our commercial j 
supremacy we must have a line of fast | 
sloamcrs under our own control. i 

Mr. DeCosmos said that no cno couM fail [ 
to acknowledge that Ihi.-i was a iiiiiiior ol 
vital iniportanco, but he thought the p 
sitioH of the honorable member for the 
District was a mistake. He did n(jt aL'rce 
with him either as regards tho estiuialed 
cost, and ho certainly objocled to llirun years 
us being too long a tunc. Six months vMuld 
q'iito Buflioe to test a contract. At any rate 
knock off two years. His own impre.'^sion 
was that a steamer should bo running at the 
latest by February next, and the House would 
bo Bofing wisety in voting a sum of money, 
so that the Exeoativo would be in a position 
to pay down cash to bind a bargain. A" 
that we could expect from British Columbia 
would be to open the route to the Columbia 
river via Kamluops and Shnswap Lakes. 
To vole a subsidy for direct steam communi- 
cation with San Francisco without a propi riy 
organized eystein of connocliou on tlicc 
lakes would bo simply u wasto of the piiblic 
funds. The beat way would be for the llouau 
to fix a Hum ol money, and then leavu Itio 
Eieoutivo to open up negotiations and ellecl 
the neooisory arrangements. 

Mr. M'Clure thought that tho first t|ne^tioii 
to bo decided was, how much the colony 
could alford lo pay for communication. I le bo- 
liovod, however, nearly everything iil the 
present lime should give way to sluam com- 
muaioation. The hon. genileraan who brought 
forward tho raolion had made in his opinion 
llio term too long. Si.v months was ample lor 
any coniract jujl then. In fact Ihn great j 
bulk of the mining immijjtnnls would erjine 
during two or three months at tlu) fuiilies!. 
It was thoroforo necessary to have sleiinicrp 
not only of large capacity, but running Ihreo 
times a month, lie had diawii out u pro- 
posal to that effect, allowing ,51,000 per trip; 
but would defer laying it before tho Com- 
mittee until the propoiition of tho mover hnd 
been nnoro felly discussed. There was ono 
thing bon.gontlomon must bear in mind, and 
that wai/ that any eohome that would not 
aSbrd the means of bringing seyeral tbonsx 
and people to tbe colony duting tho spring 
months would be totally inadequate. Thu 
whole matter was one of speculation, but it 
was more prudnnt to risk a larger sum of 
money to seouro a monopoly of tho travel 
than to Buonomiae iu tho nmounl and havo 
n scheme that would only bring a few hun- 
dred passonaors a month. (Hoar, hear.)

that lluuiu to declare their seifttments in 

favor of t ireot steam communication. There 

was no tiino lor delay, but the sum proposed 
by the lust speaker was insuflieiont to 
bring steamers three anics a month. It 
would bo advisable for tho House now lo 
signify their views in Icvor of this movement, 
leave It to Ilia Kxoollcncy lo make the tie- 
cpssury arrnngcmenta, and then ask them 
for tho riipiisita sum for the purpose. It was 
of tho utmost imporlanoe that something 
should bj dono at once. 

Mr. Di.ncan said in introducing this motion 
he inlontied that it should coDstiluta a broad 
basis of steam communicalion for this colony. 
Uu was auiious for us to possess u moican- 
tile matiiia exclusively British. At present 
it was a lamentable ciroumatano?, but wo 
were dependent on a foreign power for tho 
convoyanoo of our mail bags, He would 
liiEotusee a subsidy granted, which would 
place ua above et:cb a necessity. He did not 
regard it altogether as a question of immi- 
gration. British Columbia was williog to 
pay liberally to assist in briogiog miners to oor 
gold flelds. Wo could not hope that our 
commureiii' prospeola would improve until 
we hud a line of largo and fast steamers. 

Mr. Cc.'hrano pointed out that thu mail 
steamers lot ooiniog as heretofore deprived 
ua of a l .ige amcuut of money which was 
spent by |)as6onger8 in transit. A great 
deal of ti re and discussiuii might he saved 
I if tho absi luto facts of the case were laid 
upon the table ol thu Houfo. Ho would, 
Iberoforo ri ovo that His Excellency b^ re- 
quested to jbloin, tor the information of this 
House, tho amount of subsidy per trip that 
would be necessary to obtain direct com 
municalion between Sun Francisco and Vic- 
toria, two or three trips each a month, to 
continue for ono year. 

Dr. Ilelmcken said that this diflicolty only 
showed tbe necessity of eitablisbiog more 
intimate relations between this House and 
tbe Executive. It was obiefiy a matter uf 
distance and Vancouver Island would have 
to do tho hnt aho could for herself. Such a 
topic shou (I bo debated with closed doors. 
There i.s n ) doubt wo should strain every 
nerve to t;et steam navigation ; we must 
have it. Tlio only point was how it was to 
be brought about, llow are wo to go about 
il. We may have to lop oDT some of our ei- 
penditure, but t';is was a matter of urgent 
importance, and wo had no time to spare in 
collecting tho information. There was only 
ono way lor tho House to act, and that was 
to state exactly what wo wanted, and then 
lot the Governor settle the details, bul above 
all lei il be done quickly and well. It 
not precisely true that we were dependent 
upon a foreign government for the convey- 
ance of mads; we relied upon a foreign 
company. Let the House oome to some con- 
clusion of what they rejiuired, inform the 
Executive and vote the necessary fands to 
carry out t le suggcslion. 

Mr. DeCosmos then moved the following 
amondinenl : 

That His I'lxcellcncy the Governor be re- 
spectfully recjuested to enter into negotiations 
with responsible parties, eilhor Brilinli or 
foreign, lo put on for six months, at least 
from the 1st of January or February next, 
botweou Victoria and Sun Francisco a direct 
twice u month or three limes a month mail 
steamer of suitable power and passenger 
liccommodaliuu, and that this House pledges 
itself to vote a sum not exceeding SlfiOO per 
trip fur tbe said purpose. 

Mr. DeCosmos said tbe main thing was lo 
get tbe steamers pot on early in tbe season. 
It was very desirable that steamers should 
call at Portland on their way up, as ihe 
trade from that place was worth from S5,O0U 
to 810,000 a moBtb to us. 

Dr. Ash thought tbe real queslion was 
what could the colony aflord. A regular bi- 
monthly steamer would be a very advanta- 
geous arrangement. He, however, thought 
that tho G ivernor should be empowered to 
negoliale I ii a coniract extending Over the 
space ol ci:; iteen months. 

Dr. Dicks.)n suiilihat be had been informed 
that as fur as Victoria was concerned the ma- 
jority of the iii re^ints were prepared to 
guarantee all their Ireigbt. He was dispoa-d 
to support the motico oi the honorable mem- 
ber lor Saanich. 

Mr. M'Cluje considered that it would be 
judicious to leave Ibe number of tha trips for 
Ilia Excellency to decide, but that the con- 
Iraot should be limited to six months. The 
gieat thing was to induce people to come 
! here; when any number of people wanted to 
leave a place means could very readily be 
found, withoQl paying for a| subsidy to take 
them away. He advocated the adoption of Ihe 
scheme suggested by the senior member lor 
the City, which fully mot the exigencies of 
the case. 

Mr. Our.ean had heard that il was neces- 
sary for all contracts to be of a lengthy char- 
acter, lie ,vas sorry that the House did not 
lake a wirln view of the nueslion. It was 
clearly tin; duty of Ooverninent lo legialale 
for a post It servioe. The oommooily de- 
manded a (ubstaotial aod cootinuous postal 
arrangement. 

Dr. Tol nio said that we must keep ono 
thing in v.ow, which was: Shall Victoria or 
Portland be the route lo tbe Big Bend. 

Mr. PeCosmoB' rasolntloos «ere then put 
to the vote, the word " direct" being added, 
upon the luggestion of Mr. Cochrane, and 
were ullim ilely cairicd.
